where density, air resistance and friction would be much less.

the phenemenon of weightlessness. If yeu doen't weigh anything, ie.,if 
yeu have a conditien ef zerd gravity, you can't very well be slemmed 
around by violent nanquavers in the air. Seme writers have, however, 
pointed out that extraterrestrial craft, using some ferm cf magnetic 
prepulsien, might create their cwn gravitaticnal fields and thus be free 
of gravitational pull from the earth.
